Says Right Information 
Would Stop Skin and 
Mouth Infections. 

By the Associated Press. 


finding a cancer remedy was given 


}to the Harlem Medical Society last 


night by Dr. Joseph Colt Bloodgood 
of Johns Hopkins University. “Cor- 
rect information universally dis- 
tributed should wipe out cancer of 
the mouth and skin,” he said. 

Among some of the more dread- 


}ed forms, he went on, the fear and 


the death rate can be reduced by 
education. 

’*F ror. observations of more thag 
30 years,” he said, “on external 
cancer the evidence is that it does 
not begin as cancer, but in a local 
area of abnormal célis: These cells 
are of two kinds, first those dis- 
placed before we are born; giving 
rise to the well known black mole, 
a spot like a pea beneath the skin. 
The second are normal cells irri- 
tated by an injury, such as a sore 
spot on the skin ora white patch 
in the mouth. 

“In the mouth, in fully $7 per 
cent of the cancer cases of which I 
have definite records, two distinct 
factors clearly preceded the area 
of irritation in which cancer ulti- 
mately developed, and they are 
tobacco in any form including snuff 
and bad, dirty teeth. 

Precautions for Smokers. 

“Smokers who are very careful 
to keep their teeth clean and 
smooth and who stop smoking the 
moment: they notice the white 
patch or experience the sensation 
of a sore mouth never get caricer. 
I feel confident that my students 
within 15 or 20 years will mot see 
cancer of the mouth, but will only 
read about it, as I have read about 
cancer in chimney sweeps.” 
Dr. Bloodgood explained that 
formerly a special type of cancer 
prevailed among chimney sweeps 
in England. In almost entire ab- 
sence of provisions at that time for 
bathing he said dirt and soot col- 
lected upon them, and. finally the 
irritation developed into cancer. 

“T am confident,” he continued, 
“that cleanliness will protect and 
practically prevent cancer of the 
skin. As men and women grow 
older and age thickens and wrinkles 
the skin, it needs more attention, 
and in addition to soap and water 
there must be added some toilet 
water containing alcohol of at least 
/70 per cent, and some application 
of an oil substance, because the 
skin loses its natural secretion. 

More Precaution for Aged. 

“Individuals exposed t> dirt, sun- 
light and weather must bé more 
careful of the exposed skin as they 
grow older. 

“We are beginning to get some 
encouraging figures about cancer 
of the bone. Before discovery of 
X-rays no cases of cancer of bone 
were cured, because only the X-rays 
will detect this in time fo a cure. 
In 1921 the chance of cure after 
amputation of the limb “was less 
than 5 per cent, in 1929 it was more 
than 35 per cent. 

“We are reducing the mortality 
of cancer of the bone simply by 
telling the people through the daily 
press and other means of communi.

Provisions of Bill. 

The Mayor's bill as introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen deals with 
the two bridges. .On the one hand 
it provides that in consideration 
of the use of the Municipal Bridge 
by the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion the city lease the vehicular 
deck of the Eads Bridge from the 
Terminal, paying therefore annua! 
rental of $208,500 plus 5 per cent 
interest, with the right to abol- 
ish all tolls except as to street car 
passengers. 

On the other hand, it would give 
the Terminal authority .to ‘con- 
struct four approaches to the Mu-

BYRD ADVISED 10 PUT 
OFF SHIPS TRIP IN ICE 


Pack 120 Miles Wide at Point 
Where Crossing Would 
Be Easiest.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Jan. 23.—Admiral Byrd has just 
received a report from Bendik 
Johansen, ice pilot for the expedi- 
tion’s two ships, the bark City of 
‘New York and the steamer Elean- 
or Bolling, showing how scricus + 
barrier is the present pack ice. 

Johansen was formerly a Nor- 
wegian sealer and had much expe- 


tience in the heavy pack ice off 
the east coast of Greenland and 


ferred with the whaling captains 
who have been in the pack as 
well as those who have been out- 
side of it this year and it is evi- 
dent from his report that the situ- 
ation is one which has never before 
faced an expedition so ‘late in the 
season. 

“The ice pack is very heavy. 


from 68 degrees south to 70 south / 


and extends west toward the west- 
err shore of the Balleny Isiands,” 


Johansen said in his message to 


Admiral Byrd. .“From 68 to 69 
it is heavy old dangerous ice, with 
hard ice foots. South of 69 it is 
only year-old ice to* reekon. with, | 
also heavily packed, but less dan- | 
gerous.”’ 
Ice 1230 Miles Wide. 
So that shows a stretch of 120 
miles of pack ice atill remaims 
heavily massed at the point which 
long experience has shown to be 
the best place to cross, longitude 
178 east to 180. a 
This must break up to some ex- 
tent before a ship of low horse- 
power, such as the City of New 
York. can force its way through, 
and Johansen, accustomed as he is 
to going through heavy pack ice 
and knowing the vaiue of time so 
late in the season, advises Admiral! 
Byrd that in his opinion not even 
the City of New York should start 


will wait for some time outside 
the pack until it opens and then 
attempt to work its way south. 

There is still, of course, a chance 
that it will break up and, as we 
have a blizzard here today with a 
high wind, the first bad one since 
last spring, we are hoping it is 
hitting the pack. However, the 
whalers agree with A@miral Byrd 
that if the City of New York en- 
tered the pack now it might be 
stuck and not ‘»e released (for 
montha. 

The Problem of Coal. 


The delay causes another diffi- 
culty because if the ships lie there 
10 days or two weeks they will 
vse up their fuel reserves.
